McAlester, Okla., Shuts 


Off Escape. 


RESCUE WORKERS 


OVERCOME BY GAS 


Four Bodies Found in One 
Shaft—Others Not Expect- 


ed to Be Alive. 


McAlester, Okla., Oct. 23 (AP.) 


—Gas today drove rescue work- 
ers from the lower levels of the 
Wheatley No. 4 coal mine, tomb 
of 29 miners since an explosion 
last night, and officials virtuaHy 
abandoned hope that any of the 
trapped men would be found 
alive. 
One man, William Donnelly, 


was killed at the head of the 
mine by the blast. Bodies of four 
trapped miners were sighted on 
the 16th level. 
The rescue crew reported that 


it reached the bodies after en- 
countering debris down virtually 
all of the slope. They asked that 
stretchers be sent down with 
which to bear the bodies to the 
surface. Due to the wreckage in- 
side the shaft, it was impossible 
to send a car into the mine and 
remove the bodies. 


Miller B. Hay, state mine in- 


spector, who arrived at 2:30 this 
morning and immediately went 
into the mine to assist in rescue 
work, said it was doubtful if any 
of the victims had survived the 
terrific blast, the detonation of 
which was heard in McAlester, 
two miles from the mine en- 
trance. 
The relief workers reported 


they were handicapped in their 
search for the victims by debris 
in the thirteenth level. Evidence 
of the seriousness of the explo- 
sion. The thirteenth level is 
nearly half a mile from the mine 
entrance, where most of the 
damage to the mine occurred. 


Several rescue workers were 


overcome by the gas, known as 
coal damp, and one, John Moore, 
was carried from the mine. 


The damp sent rescuers- 


numbering about fifty—back to 
the tenth level of the mine 
where ventilation was good. Ef- 
forts were being made to obtain 
brattice cloth to curtain off mine 
entries and aid ventilation lower

He 
takes the profit of his temperament economi- 
cally, industrially and mechanically, but con- 
tracts some bad debts socially and politically.

Rome, Oct. 27— (A.P.) —Pre- 


mier Mussolini, on the eve of the 
eighth anniversary of the Fas- 
cist march on Borne, today told 
the 'federal directors of Italy 
that indirect war preparation 
for military war was constantly 
being made on the kingdom. 


Referring to his widely public- 


ized speeches on the Tuscany 
tour last May, the Duce said: 


"With these speeches I intend- 


ed to take off the mask , from 
this hypocritical Europe which 
talks about "peace at Geneva and 
prepares for war nevertheless. 


"To all Fascists is not -this an 


act of hostility. To defame the. 
country and to damage its cred- 
it, is not this an act of war? 
Caluminies and - infamies, are 
they not launc-hed\in the entire 
world against the Fascist re- 
gime? 


"What happened after the ex- 


ecutions at Trieste? Is not that 
proof that war against the Fas- 
cist regime is a fact—moral war 
now, 
but preparatory of mili- 


tary war?" 


(This refers to the execution 


of a group of alleged Jugoslavia 
terrorists. Demonstrations are 
said to have followed in Jugo- 
slavia against Fascist Italy.) 


"Marvelous inventions are an 


arm of war," 'he continued. "In 
a little while we shall also be 
charged with cutting off chil- 
dren's hands — as they said 
about the Germans in 1914, al- 
though- it seems that no one can 
find a trace of these mutilated 
children."

MINISTER SAYS 


FROM PACE ONE 


the men still wear the pants in 
Surope. 


"My trip to Europe spoiled 


many of my best sermons on in- 
ternational peace," the minister 
went on to say. "Just a year ago 
[ preached a sermon on 'The 
Rising Tide of Peace' in which I 
said men are coming to believe 
that armies and navies do not 
prevent war. I've changed my 
mind. All of Europe is a vast 
armed camp. It looked as if war 
was now being fought. One could 
not walk a half a square in Italy 
without meeting a soldier. 


"Italy is a menace to the peace 


of Europe. The motto of Musso- 
lini and his black shirts is to ex- 
pand or explode and it looks as if 
they will have to explode. The 
birth rate there is increasing 
rapidly and the greatest need 
is more territory. Italy and 
France are looking cross-eyed at 
each other. If present conditions 
are any indication of the future, 
I predict that war is not far dis- 
tant. Italy is gathering the dis- 
gruntled nations together with 
secret alliances. 


"The same is true of Rouman- 


ia. One out of every ten men is 
in uniform. Everywhere you go, 
you see soldiers. Russia and 
Roumania are almost at each 
other's throats. We were stopped 
while in Roumania and asked if 
we spoke Russian, indicating 
that they are seeking out afl 
Russian sympathizers." 


The Rev. Mr. Stephenson said 


that in one sermon recently he 
said: "I have a new faith that 
war can be defeated." He quoted 


himself as predicting that war 
would go down in defeat just as 
ofher curses of humanity had. 


"But I doubt if that is true," 


he added. "In the minds of the 
great majority, war is the.only 
recourse, in international dis- 
putes. I believe in every peace 
pact that has been written, but 
we ought not put much faith in 
scraps of paper."
